WINTER PARKING REGULATIONS

streets during snow plowing.

How is it all done? 

The Pelham Public Works Department provides snow 
clearing services for 235 kilometers of municipal 
roads throughout the Town during the winter season. 
Roads are maintained by our equipment operators 
using a fleet of seven snow plow trucks across a 
diverse transportation system ranging from arterial 
and collector-type roads to steeply graded hills and 
subdivisions. 

What do we do? 

At the onset of a storm, roads are treated with sand 
and salt at intersections, on hills and curves. Once 
snow has accumulated to 5 cm, snow plowing 
operations begin. During continuous and prolonged 
storms the priority is to maintain the arterial and 
collector-type roads. Once the storm has passed or 
diminished in strength, snow plows return to clear 
and treat all secondary roads, subdivisions and cul- 
de-sacs. The goal is to clear and treat all roads within 
24 hours after a storm has passed. 

How do we do it? 

During snow plowing operations, our equipment must 
clear the snow from the road. Plows are designed to 
move snow from the road and push it to the curb. As 
the snow rolls off the plow it will accumulate at the 
side of the road including driveway entrances. Please 
understand that this is an unavoidable function of 
the plow and is not done intentionally. To reduce 
the amount of snow deposited by your driveway, 
pile snow on the right side of your driveway, looking 
towards the road. 


Where do we do it? 

The Public Works Department is responsible 
for snow removal in the downtown commercial 
areas of Fenwick, Fonthill and Ridgeville, to 
accommodate parking and businesses. Snow is 
removed from these designated areas as soon 
as possible after a storm has passed and the 
windrows exceed 1 meter in height. The Highway 
Traffic Act limits the hours equipment operators 
are able to operate vehicles and equipment. 

Only after equipment operators are provided 
the required off-duty time and no further snow is 
forecast will snow removal operations commence.

During a winter storm event, crews work around the clock to complete operations within prescribed service 
levels. Kindly help them out by remembering: 

• DO NOT park on roads when snow clearing operations are underway. 

• Pile snow from your driveway and walkways onto your property - not on the road. 

• Do not push snow into the traveled portion of the road. 

• To assist with sidewalk clearing, help by removing snow from the sidewalk in front and beside your 
property as soon as you can after a snowfall and apply sand or salt when icy. 

• Keep children safe by preventing them from playing or building snow forts in the snowbanks at the side 
of the road. 

• Keep fire hydrants clear and accessible. 

• Help prevent road flooding and icing by clearing snow away from storm sewer catch basins near your 
property. 

• On garbage day, place all garbage and recycling containers on your driveway near the edge of the 
road. Don’t place garbage or recycle boxes on top of snowbanks. 

• If you need to drive during a winter storm plan your route accordingly. Roads with steep hills may be 
difficult to navigate during snow events.

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Code of Conduct for Building Officials 
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Town of Pelham - Code of Conduct for Building Officials 

BLDG/17 POLICY (2004) STATEMENT: 

WHEREAS the Building Code Statute Law Amendment Act, 2002 amended the Building Code Act, 1992 to include a 
provision requiring that municipalities establish and enforce a Code of Conduct for chief building officials and inspectors 
not later than July 1, 2005, and bring it to the attention of the public; 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Town of Pelham enacts this policy and its standards of conduct and 
professionalism as its Code of Conduct for Building Officials. The Code of Conduct applies to the chief building official 
and inspectors appointed under the Building Code Act in the exercise of a power or the performance of a duty under the 
Building Code Act or the Ontario Building Code. The purpose of this Code of Conduct is to promote appropriate 
standards of behaviour and enforcement actions to ensure building officials apply standards of honesty and integrity, 
and to prevent practices constituting an abuse of power including unethical or illegal practices. 

STANDARDS OF CONDUCT FOR BUILDING OFFICIALS 
Building Officials undertake at all times to: 

1. Act in the public interest, particularly with regard to the safety of buildings and designated structures; 

2. Maintain their knowledge and understanding of the best current building practice, the building laws and 
regulations relevant to their building certifying functions; 

3. Commit themselves to a process of continuous education so as to constantly be aware of developments in 
building design, practice and the law relevant to their duties; 

4. Comply with the provisions of the Building Code Act, the Building Code and any other Act or applicable law that 
regulates or governs building officials and their functions; 

5. Avoid situations where there may be, or where there may reasonably appear to be, a conflict between their duties 
to their clients, their profession, their peers and the public at large and their personal interests; 

6. Not act beyond their level of competence or outside their area of expertise; 

7. Apply all relevant building laws, regulations and standards strictly and without favor and independent of the 
influence of interested parties or members of municipal council; 

8. Perform their inspections and certifying duties impartially and in accordance with the highest professional 
standards; 

9. Not divulge any confidential or sensitive information or material, that they became privy to in the performance of 
their duties, except in accordance with laws governing freedom of information and protection of privacy; 

10. Extend professional courtesy to all; 

11. Not act officiously or permit personal feelings, prejudices, animosities or friendships to influence decisions; 

12. Recognize the appointment under the Building Code Act as a symbol of public faith; 

13. Maintain current accreditation to perform the functions assigned to them; 

14. Take all reasonable steps to ascertain and document all available facts relevant to the performance of their 
duties; and, 

15. Exemplify compliance with all regulations and standards that govern building construction, health and safety or 
other matters related to their status as a building official. 

GUIDELINE FOR RESPONDING TO MISCONDUCT ALLEGATIONS 

The Building Code Act provides that the performance of building officials will be measured against this code of conduct. 
In response to any allegation of a breach of this code by an inspector, the chief building official shall direct an 
investigation and where appropriate, recommend disciplinary action against any inspector who fails to comply with this 
code of conduct to the Chief Administrative Officer. Where the allegation is against the chief building official, the Chief 
Administrative Officer shall direct the investigation and take such disciplinary action as is reasonable in the 
circumstances and report such action to the Council. 

In determining the appropriate discipline, the chief building official or chief administrative officer will have regard to the 
relevance of the conduct to the building official's powers and responsibilities as well as the severity of any misconduct. 

PUBLIC NOTIFICATION PRACTICE 

This Code of Conduct is posted on the Town's website, published in the Town's Community Guide, and inserted in the 
"Building Permits-A Guide for Homeowners" handout to ensure it has been brought to the public’s attention.
